Thus, his attempt ‘{n connection with 
several speculators to start a bull ring 
at Paris at the time of the interna- 
tional exhibition there in 1889, and to 
inaugurate the sport of bull. fighting 
there in order to obtain a new market 
for the celebrated breed of fighting 
bulls which he bred especially for the 
bull ring on his ranches near Toledo 
and on the hills near Madrid, resulted 
in the most disastrous fashion. Some 
years afterwards he was sent by the 
Queen Regent of Spain to Berlin as spe-| 
clal ambassador to convey the Order 
‘of the Golden Fleece to the German 
crown prince. He was received with the 
utmost state and splendor there. On 
his return journey to Madrid his numexm’ 
ous creditors in France took advantage 
of his sojourn in Paris to attach his 
baggage. 


The affair resulted in a ‘Aipiomiatic 
controversy between France and the 
Spanish government, which was brought 
to a close by the invalidation ‘of the 
seizure, thanks to the existence of a 
species of international understanding 
among Civilized powers which prescribes 
that envoys traversing foreign coun- 
tries on their way to and from their 
posts should enjoy the same immunities 
and protection as if actually accredited 
to the governments of the countries 
through which vr are passing.
